TOOLING THROUGH THE TUNDRA--TI 


“The weather while we were on the Tok Road 
‘was abominable. It rained almost every 


day. Ye were permitted only. glimpses of 


“Mt. Wrangell and iit, Drum (each over 


12,000 feet) one evening at sunset when 
their storms cleared briefly. 

After a clean-up day at Big Timber 
Lodge Located at the junction of the Tok 


-and Richardson Highways, we continued 


dovm the latter to Valdez. On our day's 
climb to the summit of Thompson Pass the 
worst weathér of the trip hit us. It 
rained and the wind blew, and when we got 
above timberline, it began to be a little 
chilly. That night we took refuge in an 
energency Shelter just below the Sumit. 
Though it was-in pretty poor shape and 
not very clean, it really looked ‘good to 
US.» : 

However, the next day, going into Val- 
dez, was the most beautiful of the tripe 
The scenery is spectacular anyway, and we 
had marvelous ‘cloudless weather. In all 


- directions were the peaks of the Chugach 


Range with snowy tops and glaciers. The 
Keystone Canyon is quite narrow and has 
several lovely waterfalls. — 
Valdez itself is about the prettiest 
Little town we've ever seen. It lies on 
the flats beside a salt water bay, almost 
completely surrounded by snow=capped peaks 
rising five and six thousand feet above 
the valley floor. 
The next day we rode back over the 
hump with the Marshal, putting our bikes 
aid gear on his truck. He had come to 
this area in: 190 as a boy, and showed’ us 
old-'98 trails, the tunnel’ which had been 
hand ‘drilled for the hoped-for railroad, 
and related other tidbits of history.

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NEW HIGH POINT ON SENTINEL NORTH FACE 


Our party, the first to attempt the North 
Wall of Sentinel Rock -in Yosemite since 
last November, consisted of "Gentleman" 
Jim Wilson and three ruffians—Phil Rett 
ler, Bill Long and myself, 

Jim led up from the ledge at about 
eight Saturday morning. I followed up 
and began to pound some pitons into the 
rock for the next 6th class lead up a 
vertical cleft. Poor cracks made the 
lead difficult but I finally made it am 
Jim followed me, The next lead of norm- 
al 6th class difficulty was led by a) 
"Gentleman" Jim which brought us to the 
previous high point, 

From this point the climb leads up a 
lth class crack to the left, for about 
30 feet; then a short tension traverse 
to the left thru a tree to a fairly good 
stance, Another tension traverse to the 
right brought me to a good belay spot 
where I could bring up a second man, 

Two more 6th class leads and we reached 
a ledge composed of. three choeckstones 
(loose ) just below an overhanging, open 
chimney, Jim grabbed his slings and a - 
handful of angle pitons and nailed his 


way up a sound crack (115°) to a point, 

where the chimney became wertical again. 
Here his hand muscles cramped and as he 
had a place to stand, he called Bill’ to 


finish the lead, Phil and Bill passed 
Jim in the chimney and went on to survey 
the next lead, while I remained on the. 
ledge below, Abeut 5 o'clock’ we found 
that we would have to bivouac on the 
ledge below the overhang, for a better 
one had not been found above. Trying ~ 
to make the best of an impossible situa- 
tion, we managed to SEAT three on the 
chockstones while the fourth slid into a 
crevice to the rear of the chimney. Phil 
had a headache and took some of Jimts 
aspirin tablets and slept soundly for the 
rest of the night while we suffered from 
neck cramps and backaches. We discovered 
later that he had‘ taken knock<out pills 
that Jim had used when his back was in- 
jured, : 

Our high point, eight leads (700 feet) 
above the tree ledge, was reached at noon 
the next day. We estimate another 250 
feet to the summit of the pinnacle lo- 
cated in the middle of the wall, From 
what we could see, these 250 feet
